To Check Spirit of Madness 
For Success. 

Progress Pushed To Too 
Great Speed. 


Woodrow Wilson Advises 
Moderation In All Things. 


SOUTH CAROLINIANS DINE. 


New' York, March 18.—The South 
Carolinians of New York gave their 
first annual dinner at the Waldorf-As¬ 
toria to-night, with former Secretary 
of the Treasury Leslie M. Shaw, Presi¬ 
dent Woodrow’ Wilson, of Princeton, 
and Judge Joseph A. McCullough, of 
South Carolina, as the principal speak¬ 
ers. 

President Wlteon had for his subject 
"South Carolina’s Most Famous States¬ 
man. John C. Calhoun,” and. after pay¬ 
ing tribute to him, Mr. Wilson dlocuss- 
cd national matters. He said, in part; 

• • • 

Woodrow Wilson’s Address. 

“It 1* Interesting to note how* often 
progress is pushed to such a speed, and 
urged by such means, that the peace of 
the country Is threatened, its interests 
thrown Into discord. Our trouble at 
present is that tariffs and all special 
mean* of stimulation have been pur¬ 
sued too far and too fast, to the de¬ 
struction of balance and hArmony in 
the social and economic development 
of the country'. We are obliged to ac¬ 
knowledge that we have lost our hoads 
In our pursuit of wealth and material 
power. Having lost wise self-possession 
In our too eager progress, we are in 
danger of losing It in our efforts to re¬ 
form. 

“We have stimulated material pro¬ 
gress In every way we could think of. 
The chief instrument of stimulation has 
been the tariff. By this means It was 
sought to give to every sort of or¬ 
ganised industry* some special protec¬ 
tion of law. Until recent year* the 
momentum thus induced seemed to 
threaten nothing. But at last every¬ 
thing moved with a rush. Upon colos¬ 
sal success followed colossal organiza¬ 
tion. A spirit of madness for success 
upon a great scale seized upon those who 
actually conducted the great businesses 
end knew how to make them pay; mad¬ 
ness for money seized upon those who 
undertook their manipulation. 

”W© have, by our own forgetfulness 
of the true principles of legislation, cre¬ 
ated clause* and put colossal Interests 
at clash with one another. These 
changes of our own blind contriving 
have carried us so far that we are ac¬ 
tually Invited to alter the whole plan 
of our constitutional system to set mat¬ 
ters right. 

• M • 

Steady Hand Required. 

“It will reaulre a ready hancl and 
a clear head to go to the root of the 
disease, but to the root we should go. 
It la evident. In the first place, that w« 
ought not to punish prosperous men for 
having accumulated the wealth we In¬ 
vited them to accumulate. I believe in 
income and Inheritance taxes, as means 
for raising revenue. I do not believe In 
such taxes, or In any taxes, as a mere 
means of penalizing the rich, whom we 
have Invited to get their wealth under 
the fc*terog© of the Government. The 
root of Inequality Is not In wealth, but 
the special favor* granted by such leg¬ 
islation. most extravagant tariff law* 
which have been put upon our statute 
book* since the war began between the 
States.** 

"What we chiefly need 1* a genuine 
purpose of reform, and sufficient s?lf- 
prv*?esslon to undertake It. The mere 
reform of the tariff 1* not a sufficient. 
It Is not even an Intelligent programme. 
The tariff Is by no mean* the whole 
root of the difficulty and Is slow to 
change. Every correction must be a 
proems of adjustment, of prudent re¬ 
arrangement. Moreover, we must be 
careful to deal frankly arid without 
favor with class privilege of all kinds.

TWELVE BURIED UNDER 
TONS OF DEBRIS 


THREE -STORY BUILDING COL¬ 
LAPSES IN CINCINNATI. ) 

FOUNDATIONS WEAKENED BY 
HIGH WATER. IN RIVER. 


TWO KNOWN TO BE DEAD. 


Cincinnati, O., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Undermined for the second time with¬ 
in tw’o months, a three-story brick 
tenement building, owned by the Cin¬ 
cinnati Southern railroad, located at 
Front and Plum streets, collapsed a 
few’ minutes after 7 o'clock to-night 
and twelve persons were buried In th© 
debris. Two are dead and have been 
removed to the morgue. Nine are In¬ 
jured and are ln the City Hospital. 
The polloe are making every effort to 
locate an old man w’ho Jumped from 
the building, and w'ho. It 1* feared, is 
lost 

With this exception, all person* arc 
accounted for. 

The building was occupied principally 
by Italian*, Tony Case and John Boltz 
being the landlords. Case had moved 
Into the building but a day or two be¬ 
fore the flood. At the time the build¬ 
ing collapsed a number of Italian* 
were visiting friend* in the structure 
and they were victims of the Catas¬ 
trophe. 

The building was surrounded by ten 
feet of water which weakened the w’oll* 
of the basement and caused the trouble. 
When the crash occurred there was a 
report as If an explosion had occurred 
and in an Instant human beings were 
uTlthlng under ton* of debris. The 
flood added to the difficulty of remov¬ 
ing the injured and dead. From boats 
It was necessary to handle the heavy 
timbers stick by stick, and It was sev¬ 
eral hour* after the disaster that the 
last person was removed from the 
ruins. 

The first body taken from the build¬ 
ing was that of a baby, aged less than 
tw’o years, which was crushed by the 
falling wall* and was instantly killed. 
The second body removed was also that 
of a young child which w’as Injured and 
burned by a stove. The police had to 
move the hot stove from the child’s 
body before taking the baby from the 
building. Th© child will live. 


New York. March 18.—When the 
Thaw trial was adjourned this after¬ 
noon there remained but four expert 
witnesses to be examined before the 
faking of evidence close*. Three ex¬ 
perts were disposed of to-day in & little 
more than an hour, so it Is generally 
believed that th© last word of evidence 
may be uttered in the famous case 
to-morrow.

mel, Mis* Nesblt would not sign state¬ 
ments which Thaw* had prepared ac¬ 
cusing Stanford White of having 

drugged und ruined her.

PERMANENT FAIR IN 

GOTHAM PROPOSED. 


Plan For $14,000,000 Building To 
House Exhibits of All 
States. 


New York, March 18.—A permanent 
national fair to contain exhdbit* from 
every State In the Union, and to be 
housed In a $14,000,090 building ln this 
city, is being planned by some of the 
State societies having headquarters 
here. The ian Include* a continuous 
exposition, comprising the best fea¬ 
tures of world's fairs of the post, and 
also luxurious club rooms for th© State 
societies. 

Congross at the next session will be 
asked oo appropriate $5,000,000 toward 
this enterprise, and each of the State 
Legislature* will be asked for $200.0CO. 
The leaders in the movement, which 
began In the Michigan society, say they 
have already boon assured by many 
members of Congress and by several 
State Legislature* of support of their 
plan, and they believe they can carry 
It through. 

ASK TWQ-CENT POSTAL 

RATE TO UNITED STATES. 


London, March 18.—Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Asquith to-day received a 
deputation representing some two hun. 
dred members of th© House of Com¬ 
mons. who urged the establishment of 
a tw*o-cenf postal rate with America. 
Mr. Asquith said there was no indica¬ 
tion that the American Government 
wa* In favor of a two-cent rate and 
rather threw' cold water on the pro¬ 
posal by emphaslzztng tho existing 
heavy financial demands on the pos¬ 
tal service. 


PROMINENT CATTLEMEN 
CONVICTED IN LAND CASE. 


Omaha, Neb., March 18.—The moat 
Important land case ever tried ln Ne¬ 
braska culminated to-day in the sen¬ 
tence of several prominent cattlemen 
by Judge W. H. Munger. of the United 
Stales Court. Bartlett Richards and 
William G. Comstock were sentenced 
to pay a fine each of $1,600 and serve 
a year In the Douglas county Jail, and 
Charles C. Jameson and Aquilia Trip¬ 
lett sentenced to pay a fine of $500 and 
«ierve eight months in the same jail. 
They were Indicted by the Federal 
grand Jury for conspiracy to defraud 
the United States out of use and title 
to upward of 200,000 acres of public 
laud lu Northwestern Nebraska. 


In the affidavit Mis* Nesblt says that 
she wo* eighteen years of age. having 
been born on Christmas day, 1884. 
During June. 1903, she said, she went 
to Europe with her mother at the re- 
quern of Thaw. They remained In Paris 
for a time and then went to Boulogne. 
Mies Nesblt and her mother remained 
there, while Thaw' went to London. He 
returned for them and they went to 
London. Then Tha..- r.’d Miss Nesblt 
mad© a trip to Holland. Germany and 
the Austrian Tyrol. They traveled a* 
man and wife, under the names of Mr. 
and Mrs. Dell!*. 

Th© affidavit tells of Thiaw* having 
leased a castle In the Austrian moun¬ 
tain*. where Miss Nesblt and Thaw 
continued to Wve together a* man and 
wife. While at the castle, it Is alleged, 
•that Thaw tore a bath rob© from the 
girl and attacked her wdth a cowhide 
whip. 

”1 saw he was terrorized.” said Miss 
Nesblt In the affidavit, "and hls eye* 
wot© glaring. He threw me on a bed. 
and when I started to scream he put hls 
fingers down by throat and tried to 
choke me. Then upon my bare skin he 
struck me several severe and violent 
blows with the cowhide whip. So 
brutally was I beaten that my skin was 
left bruised and cut. 

After the first beating he attacked 
me again, and for a period of several 
minutes beat me. He acted Ilk© a de¬ 
mented man. I screamed, but we were 
far at one end of the castle and my 
cries could not be hoard by the 
servants. When Thaw’ flnaHy left me 1 

was unable to move. 

• • • 

The Attack Repeated. 


"The next day he repeated the at¬ 
tack upon me and unmercifully beat 
me. For three months I was nervous. 
During this time I was In fear he would 
take my Mffc. 

"From Austria w>e went to Switzer¬ 
land, where one day when I was ln my 
nightgown Thaw attacked me and beat 
me. He continued on the slightest pre¬ 
text to beat me. After we went to Paris 
w’here Thaw for an entire day at Inter¬ 
vals of half an hour, beat me contin¬ 
ually with a rattan whip. He beat me 
each time and I w*as left swooning and 
fainting. I could not realize all that 
happened. 

"While we were In Paris one day I 
found & small scolder-box containing 
needles. I asked him about them and 
he said he had been ill and compelled to 
use cocaine. It was then for the first 
time that l knew he was addicted to the 
use of cocaine. I afterward saw him 
take the drug internally by small pills. 
He attempted to make me take one of 
the pills. 

"While In Paris, the affidavit goes 
on. Miss Nesblt was extremely nervous 
and was confined to her bed for two 
weeks. Thaw made her w’rite a letter 
to Mias Slmonton, asking her to go to 
London.

Threatened To Kill Her. 


have me followed by detectives, but to 
eee that I had everything I wanted.” 

The concluding paragraph of th© af¬ 
fidavit read*: 

“I have often been told by Mr. 
Thaw that he Is inimical to a certain 
married man, whom, h© has often said, 
he would make trouble for and put 
into the penitentiary. He several time* 
ti$ed to get me to sign papers accus¬ 
ing this married man of drugging and 
ruining me when I w*a* fifteen year* 
of age, but I refused to do so, because 
It was not true, and for that reason 
he Inflicted on me the punishment 
herein described.” 

The affidavit wna in some w-ays a 
direct contradiction of Hummel's re¬ 
cent testimony upon the stand. In or¬ 
der that the defense might not prevent 
him from telling the story of the mak¬ 
ing of the affidavit, he stated positively 
that he was not acting a* Miss Neshlt’a 
attorney when he drew up th© docu¬ 
ment; that he was acting solely In tho 
Interest of Stanford White, and that 
no legal action was contemplated In 
behalf of th© young woman who Is now' 
Harry Thaw’s wife.

Abe’s Testimony Contradicted. 


There was considerable surprise, 
consequently, when Mr. Jerome read 
to-day th© opening words of the affi¬ 
davit, which were: 

"Supreme Court, County of New 
York.—Evelyn Nesblt, plaintiff, against 
Hurry Kendall Thaw, defendant.” 

It Is said th© action contemplated 
when the affidavit was mad© w f a* the 
recovery of certain property which It 
was alleged Thaw' had WTongfully 
taken from the girl. In dictating the 
affidavit Hummel referred to himself 
as Miss Nesblt’* attorney, she being re¬ 
ported to have said: 

"I have received certain letters and 
cablegram* from Thaw, which I have 
turned over to my attorney, Mr. Abra¬ 
ham H. Hummel.” 

The affidavit Is also Indorsed "Howe 
& Hummel, attorneys for plaintiff.'’ 

When Mr. Delmas began the Intro¬ 
duction of this in rebuttal he Introduced 
first of ail the record ln the trial and 
Conviction of Hummel on the charge of 
conspiracy. He started to read the en¬ 
tire record, but had not reached the 
remarks Mr. Jerome made at the sen¬ 
tencing o t Hummel and which Mr. Del¬ 
mas wanted to present to the Jury when 
Mr. Jerome said he would admit the 
entire record without objection. Mr. 
Delmas then nald he w’ould save the 
District Attorney’s references to Hum¬ 
mel for the defense’s summing up.

Policemen On Stand. 


Next Mr. Delmas put on the stand 
tfiree policemen who saw Thaw* the 
night of the tragedy or early In the 
morning after, and they all declared 
that ho either looked or acted Irra¬ 
tionally. To two of them he com¬ 
plained of hearing young girl*’ voices. 
The writ nesses admitted On cross-exam¬ 
ination that there were seven women of 
the street ln the station house the night 
Thaw' was there, and they were mak¬ 
ing considerable noise, but could nof 
bp heard from Thaw’s cell.

More Alienists. 


After this testimony had been pre¬ 
sented Mr. Dolmas passed to the final 
stages of the trial by Introducing the 
first seven alienists employed by the 
defense, three of the experts being new 
to the case. Dr. Graeme M. Hammond, 
and Dr. Jellffe, w'ho have been ln tho 
case from the first, and Dr. W. A. 
White, superintendent of the Govern¬ 
ment Hospital for the Insane at Wash¬ 
ington, w'ere to-day witnesses and all 
were Interrogated on th© hypothetical 
question framed by the District Attor¬ 
ney. All three of the experts declared 
Thaw' was so mentally unbalanced at 
the time he killed Stanford White that 
he did not know the nature or quality 
of his act and did not know that the 
act w'as wrong. None of the three 
w’ould classify the form of Insanity 
from which they said the defendant 
was suffering. 

To-morrow the experts will be Drs. 
Evans and Wagner, who have hereto¬ 
fore testified for the defense, and who 
will now be asked to give an opinion 
on Mr. Jerome’s long question, and Dr. 
Charles W. Pilgrim, of Poughkeepsie, 
president of the New York State Luna¬ 
cy Commission, and Dr. Mina* Gregory, 
president of the Psychopathic Pavilion 
at the Bellevue Hospital.

OF TALBERT LAW. 


TENNESSEE LEGISLATURE GETS 
SNARLED UP. 


HARD WORK TO HOLD QUORUM. 


Naahvill*. Tenn., March 18.—[Special.] 
—Niue Senators have affixed their 
signatures to a bill introduced In the 
Senate to-day. making the consent of 
municipal authorities a prerequisite to 
the operation of local public service 
corporations, within the corporate 
limits of any town or city. The In¬ 
tention of the measure Is to abrogate 
the provisions of the Talbert bill, which 
allows telephone companies to use city 
streets under the exercise of the right 
of eminent domain, and without the 
can sent of the municipal authorities. 
One of the hardest fights of the present 
Legislature wad made to defeat the 
passage of the Talbert bill, and the ef¬ 
fort of the bill Introduced will be to 
reopen the fight. 

A bill proposing to reduce the num¬ 
ber of peremptory challenges in crim¬ 
inal cooes from twenty-four, in capital 
offenses, to ten, met with strenuous 
opposition, and after several tie votes 
and the failure of the bill for want of 
a constitutional majority, it was in¬ 
volved In a parliamentary tangle, and 
•bands on the calendar under the head 
of unfinished business. The fight was 
one of the most exciting of the session, 
and the failure of the bill was pre¬ 
vented by adjournment. 

Senator Ewing Introduced a bill pro¬ 
viding for the establishment of a re¬ 
formatory and experiment station com¬ 
bined, at some point in Davidson coun¬ 
ty. The bill providing for an addition¬ 
al judicial circuit was introduced, and 
the members from Shelby offered a bill 
reorganizing the Criminal Court of that 
county. Under the reorganization, an 
additional court will be provided, and 
the appointment of an extra assistant 
District Attorney authorized. 

The Shelby Senators also introduced | 
a bill providing a monument to Con¬ 
federate Tennesseeans who foil at the 
baitio of Shiloh. Senator Johnson 
warns to regulate telephone rates In 
Wilson county, and Senator Cox Is de¬ 
sirous of having It made unlawful for 
the officers, agents or stockholders of 
public service corporations to own con¬ 
trolling stock In newspaper publican 
tions. and also to prohibit railroads 
from holding or operating cool mines. 
He introduced a bHl to this effect. 

Outside of interest of the contempt 
proceedings, which wen* over to 
Thursday morning, the House spent a 
very listless day. and U was with 
gretat difficulty that a quorum was 
maintained either at the morning or 
afternoon session. In fact it developed 
soon after the House met for the aft¬ 
ernoon session that It would be safe to 
consider only such measures as could 
be passed without a roll call. For this 
reason only local bills were disposed of. 
Nearly all of the bills introduced wore 
local, and the general bilte pissed did 
not provoke any discussion or elicit the 
slightest Interest. 


IDENTIFY RIFLES 


Experts Single Those Used 
In Brownsville Fray. 


A MICROSCOPIC EXAMINATION 
MADE OP EMPTY SHELLS. 


CONFESSION STORY FROM GAL¬ 
VESTON PROVES FAKE. 


PROBERS WILL GO TO SCENE. 


Washington, March 18.—Four rifles 
from Company B. Twenty-fifth Infan¬ 
try, were used in the Brownsville af¬ 
fray if the Ordnance Department of 
the army can substantiate the reports 
sent to the Senate Com ml tee on Mili¬ 
ary Affairs to-day concerning the mi¬ 
croscopic examinations of the thirty- 
three shells picked up In the streets of 
the town on the morning following the 
shooting. • 

All the rifles in the possession of 
the battalion at Fort Brown the night 
of August 13, were sent to the Spring- 
field arsenal and two shots were fired 
from each. The shells used were then 
compared with those picked up at 
Brownsville, and the officers making 
the tests reported that It had been 
demonstrated beyond dispute that four 
guns of Company B weTe used in dis¬ 
charging all of the thirty-three shells. 
The reports were made a part of the 
committee records and Lieut. Hawkins, 
of the Ordnance Department, and G. A. 
Spooner, expert inspector of gauge?used 
in the manufacture of muskets at the 
Springfield arsenal, are ready to go on 
the stand tp explain the reports and be 
cross-examined concerning them. 

• • • 

Kept Under Lock and Key. 

Two of Company B's rifle*, said to 
have been used in the affray, wero kept 
in the storehouse under lock, the key 
of which was In the possession of for¬ 
mer Quartermaster Sergeant McCurdy, 
and the other two rifles were s^id to 
have been Issued to Privates J. Wilson 
and Thomas Taylor. Senator Foruker 
immediately had subpoena** issued for 
Taylor and Wilson, and for the recall 
of McCurdy. He also asked that the 
War Department be instructed to send 
for Lieut. Laurison, who commanded 
Company B at the time of the affray. 

Secretary Taft, in a letter to the com¬ 
mittee pointed out that the men who 
did the shooting may have used any 
gun* they could secure and that Taylor 
and Wilson cannot be held to be guilty 
because of the showing made by the 
tests at the arsenal,

Alleged Confession Denied 


CREST OF FLOOD 
NEARLY REACHED 


Only Six-Inch Rise Recorded 
Here Yesterday. 


Danger of Heavy Damages 
Considered Over. 


Lowlands’ Exodus Leaves 
Them Uninhabited. 


LITTLE APPREHENSION FELT. 


There was a rise of but six Inches in 
the stage of the river between 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning and 6 o'clock last 
evening, when the last official reading 
for the day was taken. This slight 
change in the river situation ha* given 
the people living along the river front 
renewed spirit, as they believe that the 
danger of a flood equal to the one in 
January is over, and that they will es¬ 
cape the ruin and destitution that they 
had been expecting during the last few 
days. 

The bulletin Issued yesterday by F. J. 
Walz, Weather Forecaster, Ls most en¬ 
couraging. It states plainly that the 
river will come to a crest of thirty-six 
feet at Louisville, reaching k probably 
to-night. According to Forecaster 
Walz, the flood wave at Cincinnati is 
flattening out, which will help the sit¬ 
uation generally. 

Mr. Walz sold last night: 

“The danger of a flood of big pro¬ 
portions in Louisville is passed. Ad¬ 
vices received from Cincinnati to-day 
show that the river there Is practically 
stationary. The stage there is 61.9 feet, 
which was reached at 2 o’clock this aft¬ 
ernoon, and since then there has been 
no perceptible rise In the river there. 
Below Louisville the river is not very 
high and all water is rapidly carried 
pest this city- and emptied irvto the 
Mississippi. The water from above is 
coming down in small waves, and. con¬ 
sequently. the river here is stationary 
for several hours at a time, and then 
takes a little spurt and rises a tenth of 
a foot or so. At the present rate of 
rise, the crest, thirty-six feet in the 
canal, will reach Louisville to-morrow 
night.**

River Cuts Up Some. 


The Ohio river showed a strange 
phenomenon yesterday, according to 
river-men. when It held steadily at a 
height of 34.8 feet between 10 o’clock 
In the morning and 1 o'elock in the 
afternoon. From 1 o'clock until 3 
o'clock the rise was two-tenths of a 
foot, making the tfbage thirty-five feet 
in Che canal. At this point the river 
held Ha own for several hours. All 
the rivermen believe that the crest will 
not exceed more than thirty-six feet, 
and some are doubtful as to whether 

even this height win be reached.

The Ohio Senator also had recorded 
the fact that there wa* not a man 
named “D. W. Gray” in the discharg¬ 
ed battalion, but that there were two 
men named Gray, one G. W.. and the 
other J. H. Gray, in Company B. Both 
of these men were heard from to-day 
denying that they had hiade confes¬ 
sions. One is in West Virginia and 
the other in Pennsylvajvia. * 

The committee to-day took up the 
question of going to Brownsville In 
connection with the investigation. It 
was decided that It probably will be 
necessary to visit Brownsville, but no 
action was taken toward fixing a time 
for the trip.

MANSION DAMAGED BY FIRE. 


Vincennes, Ind., March 18—[Special ] 
—Promptness of the fire department 
saved the historic William Henry Har¬ 
rison mansion this evening, when a 
blaze of mysterious origin damaged the 
<x>unell room. The recent Legislature 
refused the petition of the Indiana his¬ 
torical societies to buy the building and 
convert it Into a museur 


From present Indication* it is evi¬ 
dent that the “Point" will not be sub¬ 
merged. as was feared by the city of¬ 
ficial* and the resident* during the last 
few days. The yellow water must 
creep up three feet before It reaches 
the "Cut-off," and this possibility, it 
Is believed, has been averted by the 
flattening out of the water at Cin¬ 
cinnati. Much Jubilation was li^ evi¬ 
dence yesterday when the “Pointers" 
noticed that the river had abated some¬ 
what Its relentless upward course of 
the last few days and yesterday was 
practically at a standstill. 

From early morning until late In the 
evening many of the resident* sat on 
the "Cut-off" with their feet dangling 
off the side as if in defiance to the 
waters. Those residents who had pro¬ 
posed to stick it out with the waters 
in spite of the urging of the policemen 
and firemen who were detailed In this 
pert of the city, especially were loud 
in their proclamation of joy over the 
present situation. Several bonfires 
were built by youngsters, who danced 
a dance similar to an Indian war dance 
around them. 

• • * 

Exodus From “Point” Over. 

Under the direction of Capt. Lewis 
Fowler and Chief Tyson, the real exo¬ 
dus from the "Point" began Sunday 
and lasted through yesterday. Many 
of the houses yesterday were closed 
and shuttered, while others w*ere wide 
open, showing the bare walls and bare 
floors. In some instances houses were 
left in a state of half repair by work¬ 
men who auit them when they noticed 
the rapid and continuous rise of the 
river. One house on Fulton street was 
abandoned by a plasterer yesterday 
afternoon after he hnd smeared one 
coat of iflsstcr over half of one wall. 

All danger of the “Cut-ofT’ being 
overflow seems to be passed, but with, 
a! the city Is continuing in Its work of 
strengthening this bulwark against 
floods. Wagon load after wagon load 
of dirt w*as dumped on this mound yes¬ 
terday and scores of workmen were 
engaged in\poundlng It down and mak¬ 
ing It hard. The water still ha* three 
feet to climb before it reaches the top. 
but according to present Indication* it 
is hardly probable that such will be 
the case. 

• • • 

Loss Will Not Be Heavy. 

It Is believed that the loss by the 
present rise in the river will not be 
heavy. If the water begins to recede 
within the next few days. On the 
“Point" the Louisville Point Lumber 
Company and the Louisville Veneer 
Company will be the heaviest losers, os 
their places have been submerged part¬ 
ly by the river. But precautions had 
been taken to protect the machinery 
and to keep the lumber from floating 
away, and It Is believed that the loss 
In each case will not exceed $ 1 , 000 . 

Along the foot of Third and Fourth 
avenues some of the saloonkeepers had 
been forced to move to the second 
floors of the houses, but they hnd 
profited by the flood in January and 
had carried their goods with them be. 
fore thrtr places were flooded. Becau*i‘ 
i of tills timely action Uitie loss will 


be sustained by them outside of that 
resulting from dull business. 

BACKWATER IN “JEFF.” 

Small Flow From Sewers At Market 
and Walnut Streets. 

Water began to find its way into Jef¬ 
fersonville yesterday, but in such small 
quantities that the people talked of 
bottling It und keeping it as a re¬ 
minder of the threatened flood. The 
smull flow is at Market and Walnut 
streets, and comes out of the sewer. 
During the January inundation there 
was plenty of water In the vicinity, and 
travel was abandoned at the corner. 
The flow was so great that the cellar 
of St. Paul's Episcopal church was 
filled and Lhe fire in the furnace was 
put out. Up to last night there was 
only a small amount of water in the 
gutter. 

Jeffersonville last night to all intents 
and purposes W'as air and watertight 
against any overflow. The floodgates 
along the Government levee were closed 
yesterday and sealed, so that it will be 
impossible for water to get In through 
them. Warnings were issued to the 
people to use as little water as possible, 
as the eewers may become so full that 
the excess will drain into the cellars, 
many of them having been in that con¬ 
dition two months ago. The water is 
hardly up to the foot of the Govern¬ 
ment levee, and there is no danger 
from that source. Many places under 
water in January on account of the 
heavy ruins that fell after the flood¬ 
gate* were closed are now perfectly 
dry. 

Not a man was at work on the rail¬ 
road All at the junction yesterday, 
everything having been mode so secure 
there that not even a w'atchman wa* 
needed. The water is several feet be¬ 
low the top of the embankment, which 
would stand fully twelve Inches more of 
water than it did in January* The 
weak place* that caused so much alarm 
when the fire bells were sounded on 
Jtuiuary 21. ls now the strongest part 
of the embankment The Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis rail¬ 
way has burled two massive steel plates 
something like forty feet long and six 
feet high on the south side of the fill, 
and this will prevent the slightest seep¬ 
age. There is nothing further to do. 

Several families who live along the 
river bank in the extreme southern 
part of Clarksville have been compelled 
to move, but this is not an unusual 
thing for them, as the water frequently 
gets up enough to run them out. The 
coal men In Jeffersonville are beginning 
to experience some little trouble, and 
wagons at James E. Burke's landing 
yesterday were being loaded from piles 
of coal carried up onto the bank at the 
foot of Locust street In boxes. As yet 
there Is no suffering in Utica, and only 
those who have been run out from the 
bockw-ater at Lentz's eroek have been 
discommoded. The fright in the town 
has died out and the people are satis¬ 
fied that the worst Is over. 

NEW ALBANY ENCOURAGED. 


River Conditions Such As To Relieve 
Fear of Damage. 

At New r Albany last night the people 
living in the district subject to overflow* 
and the manufacturers having large In¬ 
terests at stake were greatly encour¬ 
aged over the flood situation, and it 
was expected that the river would be 
at its highest by noon to-day at least, 
and within a few’ days would be again 
within its banks. All the factories 
along Water street, with the exception 
of the New Albany Manufacturing 
Company's foundry and Barth s tan¬ 
nery. had shut down, although there 
was but little w*ater In any of them ex¬ 
cepting the foundries of 9. J. Gardner 
and of the Charles Hegewald Company. 

Score* of families moved from their 
homes Sunday and yesterday, and were 
quartered In any empty house* that 
could be found. No steps have been 
taken by the city authorities for the 
maintenance of the flood sufferers, and. 
Indeed, no applications have been made 
for relief. At dusk last evening all the 
tracks in the Pennsylvania yards, be¬ 
tween State and Pearl streets, were 
overflowed, and the main track will be 
several Inches under water by this 
morning. It ls hardly likely that there 
w ifi be any stoppage of the passenger 
trains, however, and they will continue 
to run a* usual. A pert of the South¬ 
ern railway yards are also overflowed, 
but the passenger trains have not been 
Inconvenienced, and there has been no 
cessation in the movement of freight 
cars.

Chicago, March 18—Following the 
launching of the Illinois boom of Vice 
President Fairbanks for the Presidency, 
lost night, by prominent Republicans 
and business men of this State, the 
Vice President wa* the center attrac¬ 
tion to-day In & series of reception* 
and addresses, under the auspice* of 
the Irish Fellowship Club, which start¬ 
ed at 9:30 o’clock this morning, and 
closed with a banquet at the Audi¬ 
torium to-night. 

The last named affair, under the aus- 
popes of the Irish Fellowship Club. was.

HEAVY LOSS. 


Receding Waters At Marietta Have 
Revealed Serious Conditions. 

Marietta, O., March 18.—The receding 
waters have revealed serious conditions 
and yet the loss Is not so great as at 
first Indicated. The Standard Oil re¬ 
finery is a complete loss, the still*, 
tanks and buildings having floated off, 
while the manufactured product was 
destroyed, causing a loss of 350,000. The 
National refinery* suffered heavily. It 
will be several days before railroads 
are able to run trains regularly. One 
hundred houses and Innumerable barns 
have been swvpt frofn their founda¬ 
tions. The greatest trouble now* is the 
shortage of fuel go* in the flooded dis¬ 
tricts. The loss in Washington county 
may reach $1,000,000, according to care¬ 
ful estimate* here. 

The National Table Work* suffered 
a heavy loss. The doors of the plant 
were left open and finished products 
and cut stock floated off. The Steven* 
Organ and Plano Company lost fifty 
pianos and much material. Fair weath¬ 
er Hall, of Marietta College, opened by 
Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Longworth last 
October, w as flooded. 


ASK RELIEF. 


Wellsburg, W. Va., Sends Appeal To 
Secretary of War. 

Washington, March 18.—Acting Secre¬ 
tary of War Oliver has received a tele¬ 
gram from the postmaster and Mayor 
of Wallsburg, W. Viu. asking for $4,000 
to be expended for the relief of the 
citizens of that town. They declare 
that tw'o-thlrdrf-of the population are 
destitute and that the least depth of 
water In the town I* two feet and the 
greatest depth twenty-six feet. 

Acting Secretary Oliver has sent the 
telegTam to the President to puss on 
the question us to whether or not the 
Wor Department is justified in extend¬ 
ing relief in the shape of tents and ra¬ 
tion*. no funds being available for that 
purpose. The Red Cross here also ha* 
reported that It had no money which 
can be applied to the relief of the flood 
sufferers. 


Train* Run In Water. 

Maysville. Ky., March 18.—[Special.] 
—The Chesapeake and Ohio railroad 
was compelled to run its trains to-day 
through an inch of water across the 
long fill in this city, the backwater* 
having covered the tracks there. The 
flood situation here has become critical, 
as those In the w'ater are extremely 
poor people, and are nearly without 
food. 

Green River On Tear. 

Evansville, Ind., March 18.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—The present flood along Green 
river will be more disastrous than that 
of last January'. Thousand* of logs are 
coming out of Green river, and losses 
to lumber men will be heavy. A re¬ 
port from SpottsvUle, Ky.. to-night 
says It Is feared the locks will be bad¬ 
ly damaged. ^ ^ ^ 

Fish On Executive Board. 

New York. March 18.—Stuyvbsant 
Fish, former president of the Illinois 
Central railroad, recently elected a di¬ 
rector of the Missouri Pacific, wo* to¬ 
day elected a member of the Executive 
Committee of that company at a meet¬ 
ing of the Board of Directors in this 
city. All the officers of the company 
were re-elected at the same meeting.

ROOMS LOSE MONEY 


P ROPRIETORS of the poolrooms In 
aruth Louizville became wildly 
excited yesterday afternoon over 
what they believed was a delib¬ 
erate and successful attempt at wire-tap¬ 
ping. which not only affects the I»ulsvil1o 
poolrooms, but those at Newport, Coving¬ 
ton, Lexington and elsewhere throughou 
the State of Kentucky and in other 
State*. 

According to the sheets of the local 
poolrooms they were hard hit over the 
victory of Nino In the fifth raoo at Hot 
Spring* yesterday afternoon. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, however, the poolrooms were 
not hard lilt because th© fix* t* which had 
been won wer© hold up pending an In¬ 
vestigation of the suspicion of wire-tap¬ 
ping. 

Early yesterday afternoon a well-dress¬ 
ed man who was a stranger to everybody 
In the room, entered the place known as 
Alvey'* poolroom. He sat around quietly 
until the betting had been posted on tn© 
fifth race at Hot Springs. This was at a 
mile and twenty yards, and the starters 
comprised some of Die best performer* In 
the "Valley of Vapors." On© of the start¬ 
er* wan named Nina H© carried 100 
pounds, was ridden by Dearborn and the 
first price laid agalruit Ills chances In the 
local room was 3 to 1. Aa soon os the 
price* were posted the stranger referred 
to arose and walked over to the window 
where they accept bets. He did not make 
a move, however, until the operator an¬ 
nounced "Nine, now 13 to 5." 

Then the stranger, taking a crisp $500 
bill from his pocket, shoved It through the 
window nnd stated that he would wager 
that amount on the chance* of Nine. The 
bet was duly recorded * $1,9)0 to $500." 
Walking down Die aisle the stranger at 
another window' wagered $200 on Nine 
with another clerk at Die same odds. 
Then he crossed the Btreet to the other 
poolroom and wagered $500 on the same 
horse at the same odds. 

Somebody then "smelled a mouse," or 
thouglut they did. and the man In the last 
poolroom referred to ran across the street 
and wagered $9x) on Nine at the same 
odds. He simply did this in order to pro¬ 
tect hi* book, not caring to take a chance

Some of the operator* hoard a message 
go over the wire to the effect that wire- 
tappers were at work and that a thou¬ 
sand dollars hail been bet on Nine In 
both the Lexington and Newport pool- 
rooms. An Investigation was started Im¬ 
mediately. but It had hurdly begun when 
the news was Unshed over the wire that 
Nine had won. thut Lets Duffy was sec¬ 
ond and Liear Night was third. 

The stranger demanded his money 
when the official result was received, but 
this was denied him on account or the 
suspicious circumstances, in speaking of 
the affair last night one of the attaches 
of one of the local poolroom* said: 

"The man who bet this money with us 
was a stranger, and he may have bc*t*n 
all right. It is possible that he simply 
loom n r a tip on the horse Nine and backed

NOW TO BE FACED BY ENGLAND 
AND UNITED STATES. 


Modus Vivendi On Fisheries Ques¬ 
tion Warmly Criti¬ 
cised. 


Charles B. Owen. 

Springfield. Mo., March 18.—Capt.

Ixwidon. March 18.—The Newfound¬ 
land question came up In the House of 
Commons to-day. Sir Gilbert Parker, 
Conservative: W. W. Ashl y, Conserva¬ 
tive; Earl Percy, Conservative; Alfred 
Lyvtletoru Liberal Unionist, and othets 
criticised the policy of the Government, 
Including the modus Vivendi with the 
United States on the flisherles question. 
They complained especially that be¬ 
cause of the Government’s apathy and 
delay the question has assumed a 
grove and dantgerou* character. Etrl 
Percy admitted that the modus vlvendi 
did r.ot Ignore the right* of the col¬ 
onies to the exterat that .akwne members 
of t he House contended. Inasmuch as 
the only advantage the United States 
had Obtained %vas permission to use 
purse seines. In his opinion the diffi¬ 
culty could be settled only by arbitra¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Lyttleton said that while it was 
impossible t:> Ignore the American ca*w*, 
the l?vsue waft a grave one. and cal¬ 
culated to lead ‘to friction and collision 
unless speedily settled. 

In reply. Under Secretary for tho 
Colonies Churchill admitted the diffi¬ 
culty of meeting the criticism of the 
opposition in such a delicate and tan¬ 
gled diplomatic matter, beciuae. in de¬ 
fending the Government, he might be 
led Into admissions which would 111 
serve the foreign secretary In the ne¬ 
gotiations he was pressing forward 
with the United State* In the Interests 
of Newfoundland. 

In a general review of the history of 
the affair. Mr. Churchill contended that 
the Government had a moral as well a* 
a legal Justification for concluding the 
modus vlvendi.

Walter Estes, a motorman, was fined

W. H. LABB SAYS IT WILL BE 
BEADY IN FALL. 


OFFICE BUILDING WITH VAUDE¬ 
VILLE HOUSE. 


$250,000 OUTLAY INVOLVED. 


According to tlic statellient of W. IL 
Labb. general manager of the Whtt<> City 
now nearing completion here, Louisville 
Is to have still onolher theater, to be 
ready for the beginning of the next sea¬ 
son. Mr. Labb sold test night that he 
and several local capitalists had secured 
a desirable location and will erect a 
combined theater and office building. 

This new playhouses Mr. Labb stated, 
will be devoted to vaudeville, and tho 
attractions will bo secured from the 
Keith Circuit, holding in the Bam a po¬ 
sition similar to that of the Orpheum 
Circuit in the Western and Central 
State*.

•■W** expect to haw* a plant that will 
represent a .cash outlay of $250,000,” said 
Mr. Labb. ”\Ve will lie ready to open 
by thtr beginning of next season, and it 
Is our intention to havejone of the hand¬ 
somest and l»*'M playhouses to l>e found 
anywhor*’ In the South. W* will operate 
it on :i wale similar to that In vogue In 
the Keith thcaU rs In New York, Boston 
and elsewhere. That Is. we will iTpen In 
the morning, say at 10 or ll o'clock, and 
from then until the theater closes at 
night. ih**re will be no interruption to 
the performance. A person may go in 
at thi* beginning of the first act and. If 
he Is <ui me lined, remain there until the 
test act at nlpht. }lv will see the satm? 
act perhaps ihrcc diltvrxnt times during

Tills 
time It is a workman with some lean¬ 
ing toward anarchism that Is treated 
In the w’ork entitled "The Spirit of 
Labor." The subject Is sold to be a 
well-known labor lender, who has filled 
various posts In his organization. He 
Is thirty-three, lives In Chicago and by 
trade Is a woodworker. Mr. Hapgood 
presents him as a broad type of the 
alive and progressive American work¬ 
ingman of the present day. The author 
was formerly In active newspaper work 
In New York and has always been a 
deep student of social conditions. This 
is not his first undertaking in writing 
the biography of a typical representa¬ 
tive of a class In order that others out¬ 
side of it might understand the class 
better.

Vanderbilts* Losing Fight. 


If there be any truth In the reports 
that a twelve-story apartment house Is 
to be erected on the comer of Fifth 
avenue and Fifty-second street, thq 
Vanderbilts have lost the fight to re¬ 
strict this pclghborhood to private resi¬ 
dences. Another sign of defeat Is the 
fact that the trustees of Columbia Col- 
leg*?. in renewing the leases on all 
ground In Fifth avenue, between For¬ 
ty-eighth and Fifty-first street, did not 
put In ariy clause against using the 
property for business purposes. This 
ends a long fight, which has cost the 
Vanderbilts In the neighborhood of $5.- 
000.000. It was begun back in 1900, 
when the property on which the Ro¬ 
man Catholic Orphan Asylum stands 
was sold to a syndicate. One corner 
was bought for the Union Club, but ru¬ 
mors of an eighteen-story hotel caused 
the Vanderbilts to buy the other at a 
high price. The old Langham Hotel, 
opposite the manrign of William K.. 
was torn down and stories of an apart¬ 
ment house caused the family to buy 
this parcel for $1,325,000. The Vander¬ 
bilts kept on Increasing their holdings, 
but the action of the college trustees 
renders their efforts futile.

DELIVERY WAGON BOYS ADMIT 
STEALING FROM GROCER. 


Carl Howd and William Nugent Say 
They Were Not Paid Enough 
For Work They Did. 


Charged with sysJt'nmticaJly robbing 
the coish drawer of Major Taylor, a gro¬ 
cer, at Baxter and Longest avenues. Carl 
lfowd, aged fifteen years, ahd William 
Nugent, aged sixteen years, were arrested 
by District Detective Bott and Patrol¬ 
man Schwab last night.

Calvary Baptist church, one of the 
handsomest church buildings in the 
city, was burned early this morning. 
The fire was discovered by Mrs. H. K. 
Bayless, whose home is next door, and 
she telephoned information to the fire 
department a few' minutes before 2 
o’clock. The firemen responded 
promptly, but when they arrived the 
whole Interior of the building was in 
ftanu-s and the roof w'as falling In. 
There w as no hope of saving the church 
and the firemen directed their efforts 
to preventing the adjoining residence 
from being Ignited. In a few hours 
nothing was left of the church build¬ 
ing except the stone walls. 

The church w , as located on the south 
side of High street, between Limestone 
street and Ayres alley. It was of Goth¬ 
ic design and was finished last spring at 
a cost of about $50,000. There was an 
Insurance of $25,000 and. as some of 
the walls may be utilized In rebuilding, 
the net loss will be about $20,000. The 
fire is believed to have originated from 
the furnace, w'hlch had been heated for 
the services last night. The Rev. W. 
P. Hines Is the pastor of the church, 
and the congregation Is the largest and 
wealthiest Baptist organization In the 
city. The church Itself had the largest 
seating capacity of any similar build¬ 
ing In Lexington. The church will be 
rebuilt us soon as possible and commit¬ 
tees are already soliciting funds for 
that purpose. Meanwhile the Woodland 
Park Auditorium nnd other buildings 
have been offered for the use of tho 
congregation.

Washington, March 18.—[Special.]— 
In the case of D. W. Durham against 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company, 
complaint was made to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission that the rate of 
21 cents per 100 pounds on brick ma¬ 
chinery, In car loads, from Lockland. 
K>\, to East St Louis, Ill., compared 
with the rate of 15 cents per 100 pounds 
for the longer distance over the same 
line from Louisville, Ky., to East St 
Ix>ute, HI., was unreasonable and un¬ 
duly discriminatory, Lockland being 
eight miles nearer the point of destina¬ 
tion. It appeared from tho evidence 
that the rate from Louisville Is fixed 
by cocnpetition by rail and by water, 
and, following decisions of the courts, 
the commission holds that the rate from 
Lockland does not violate Sections 3 or 
4 of the statute, and, further, that the 
rate from Lockland Is not. upon the 
evidence presented, unreasonable under 
the first section of the law.

An Age of Philanthropy. 

Millionaires and rich men generally 
are hard put to it these days to in¬ 
vent novelties in the shape of philan¬ 
thropic schemes. The possibilities have 
been so covered that a donation or be¬ 
quest has to deal as a rule with some 
project Which Is unlike others only in 
the matter of details. The projects so 
for have been of wide range. John G. 
Fee established Berea College, for the 
coeducation of the races. Cecil Rhodes 
left HO,000,000 for American scholarships 
at Oxford. Ziegler, tho baking powder 
man, gave a fortune for Arctic ex¬ 
ploration. Nobel devoted a fortune to 
the reward of the highest achleveriWnts 
for the world's peace, .scientific re¬ 
searches and Idealistic productions. A 
wealthy Frenchman created a milk bu¬ 
reau in Paris, where the poor may ob¬ 
tain pure milk, either gratis or for 
small cost. Mr. Carnegie gives away 
libraries and church organs. He also 
has created a sum for the rewarding of 
heroes who arise from year to year, and 
another vast fund he has given to build 
a great structure that shall be the home 
of The Hague Peace Tribunal. Mr. 
Rockefeller has practically paid for the 
University of Chicago; he has estab¬ 
lished the^General Education Board and 
placed uftder Us control $43,000,000 to 
be used for the aid of colleges In the 
United States; besides, he has given 
to various colleges Individually. It is ; 
now' anid, although the truth of It has 
not been proved, that he contemplates 
in his will to bequeath $250,000,000 ,to , 
charitable and educational purposes. | 
In addition to the enormous sums thus 
bestowed with a world-wide or a na¬ 
tional scope, there are innumerable 
gifts and bequests by men of* wealth 1 
to local enterprises. Churches, col¬ 
leges. homes for the aged and poor, art 
galleries and orchestra* are helped 
dally by the generosity of various per¬ 
sons. 

In view’ of the extent of the wirlt'a 
philanthropic activities It Is no: sur¬ 
prising that Mrs. Russell Sage should 
not depart far from the beaten path in 
her philanthropic scheme. There Is 
more or less novelty In It, however, 
for It Is her purpose to ameliorate liv¬ 
ing conditions of the poor. Others have 
touched on this, but most of them 
have gone on the Idea that by edu¬ 
cating them men and women are put 
Into a position to ameliorate their liv¬ 
ing conditions themselves, and by re¬ 
warding achievements they are stimu¬ 
lated to continuous and beneficial ef¬ 
forts In their own behalf. Mrs. Sage, 
apparently, feels that there are some 
persons in the wortfl who, Just us they 
are. are deserving of material aid, and 
so is willing to help them to live 
better. It Is for this reason she &n- 
nvuAcetf the eetj^ng aside of $10,000,000. 


In a lengthy statement of the working 
plan of the Institution, she thus sums 
up her idea: 

"Tho object of this foundation Is the 
Improvement of social and living condl 
tton* In the United States. Tho means to 
t sat end will include research, publication, 
education, the establishment and mvlnte- 
nance of charitable and beneficial activi¬ 
ties, agencies and Institutions, and the aid 
of any such activities, agencies and Insti¬ 
tutions already cstabll&k&J. 

“It will be within the scope of such a 
foundation to Investigate and study the 
causes of adverse social conditions, includ¬ 
ing Ignorance, poverty and vice, to sug¬ 
gest how these conditions can be reme¬ 
died or ameliorated and to put in opera¬ 
tion any appropriate means to that end. 

“It will also be within the scope of 
such a foundation to establish any new 
agency necessary to carry out any of It.s 
conclusions and equally to contribute to 
the resources of any existing agencies 
which are doing efficient and satisfactory 
work. Just as the present General Edu¬ 
cation Fund, organised to promote higher 
education, ‘s aiding existing colleges and 
universities." 

That Mrs. Sage’s notion of charity 
was the succcr, In a material sense, of 
the needy, was made clear some time 
ago, ar.d the public was prepared for 
the form which her gift took. Few 
gifts will get so close to the human 
bfing as this of Mts. Sage, for hers 
Is essentially a movement to help the 
home. While others may uplift the na¬ 
tion by extending education, art. re¬ 
ligion and science, and ultimately he*.p 
the Individual, she goes at once 
to the Individual. She Is quite 
right, too, in this view. There 
are In the United States a multitude of 
persons who are entitled to material 
help; who cannot wtalt for education to 
help them; who are beyond the reach 
of the Indirect phllanithropy. 

Never in the history of the world 
has philanthropy been so lavish 
as at the present time. Fortunes 
beyond the grasp of the average 
ianaglruation are being devoted to the 
upbuilding and relief of the race. The 
influence® thus set in motion ought to 
be of powerful force In the develop¬ 
ment and refinement of future genera¬ 
tions. _ 


One View of the Immigration Law. 

The American Wool and Cotton Re¬ 
porter. published at Boston, Mass., as¬ 
sumes that the new immigration law. 
which goes into operation July 1, will 
destroy the right of a State to aid im¬ 
migration. There Is still a difference 
of opinion on that subject, but the Re¬ 
porter's comments have some Interest. 
It says that It will curtail the produc¬ 
tion of American cotton goods, and lead 
to the partial abandonment of Oriental 
markets. It thinks It will be received 
with delight by English manufacturers. 

The Reporter says that the adjust¬ 
ment of cotton manufacturing In this 
country was very satisfactory up to a 
year ago, which is a different Idea from 
that which prevailed In some sections. 
The equipment, however, in both tho 
Northern and Southern sections out¬ 
grew the operatives, and there was a 
scarcity of labor which could only bo 
overcome by importing skilled opera¬ 
tives The Northern mills had no sur¬ 
plus, but rather a shortage, and this 
was more pronounced at the South. 
The Northern mill hand would not bo 
content to work long in the South. This 
was not on account of lower wages. 
The Reporter says: 

“At a time when tho Southern mills 
were reasonably well supplied with help, 
tho help was drawn from the North and 
the skilled hands were paid considerably 
higher wages than they were receiving In 
Northern mills, but a few months In the 
warm climate sufficed, and to-day prac¬ 
tically all this help are back in their old 
positions In New England.” 

Hence it is argued that the law limit¬ 
ing the immigration of skilled laborers 

111 hurt the Southern mills without 
doing the Northern jnllls any good. It 
suggested that there Is undue in¬ 
fluence at the bottom of it; that the 
foreign mills are short handed and do 
not want to lose any of their help, and 
not a few consider it significant when 
every possible obstacle Is put In the way 
of Importing English help. 

The Idea that foreign Influence Is at 
the bottom of the new Immigration 
lhws appears a little chimerical, but It 
Is worth while to take notice that a 
representative of the trade believes tho 
new law will bo detrimental to the in¬ 
dustry. North as well a* South. 


der arrest ax Manchester. One of the 
opposing clan, fearlhg that If he let 
the law take Its tedious course he 
might never have the pleasure of as- 
sawihnating Mr. Baker, took occasion, 
when the prisoner was standing be¬ 
tween two militiaman, to put a bulfet 
through hds breast.

ceptional sagacity and rosourrcefulness 
not only In planning and executing as- 
sjrainatloms, but also in manufacturing 
air-tight alibis. Upon ono occasion 
when he could find no other means of 
getting at a man who had been marked 
by hlB employers Mr. Smith hit upon 
the happy expedient of getting the 
gentleman to attend a funeral held at 
an exposed graveyard. Mr. Smith him¬ 
self supplied the funeral by assassinat¬ 
ing tlhe man's brother. This was so 
easy of accomplishment that he would 
have regretted It had it not proved a 
means to an end. Posting himself upon 
the top of a Mil that commanded a 
fine view of the convetery, Mr. Smith, 
using globe sights, picked off the man 
be wanted, after considerately waiting 
for the minister to conclude the serv¬ 
ices. A Russian would have inter¬ 
rupted the funeral at Its beginning by 
throwing a born/b, killing half of the 
mourners, a pair of hearse horses and 
the undertaker, exposing himself to ar¬ 
rest, destroying the possibility of an 
alibi, and In all likelihood missing the 
m^n whose murder he desired to ac¬ 
complish. 

The probabilities are that Breathitt 
will be peaceful In the future, for rea¬ 
sons that need not enter Into this dis¬ 
cussion, and that a few of the dead 
shot* who dkl tthe killing during the 
“Hiargis-Cockrlll feud" will be circum¬ 
stanced as Othello was about the time 
he met Desdomona. Although they 
will be comparatively harmless during 
times of peace In Breathitt they might 
prove useful to the revolution tats If 
sent to Ruftsla, Instructed as to who is 
marked for slaughter, keyed up on 
vodka, and furnished with rifles and 
ammunition. 

Kentucky is getting rid of feuds and 
murder syndicates, and would be glad 
<to be rid of any left over skilled as¬ 
sassin* who happen to be hanging 
about. She can guarantee that If the 
Russian anarchists will employ- them 
they can get their work done more ex¬ 
peditiously than It has been done In the 
past, and at less cost of life to by¬ 
stander*, and In any attempt to induco 
gentlemen of thl* type to emigrate to 
Russia Kentucky w'ill gladly lend & 
hand. 


“It is the intention of the Board of 
Trustees of the penitentiary of this 
State," write* W. J. Buck, the Secre¬ 
tary, to the Governor of Mississippi, in 
a communication enclosed wdth a sub¬ 
scription order sent to this office, “to 
purchase reading matter, such as good 
newspapers, magazines and books, for 
the use of the poor convict* of this 
State, and this order Is a part of their 
plan." And that the Idea Is admirable 
Is plain enough. Good reading matter 
w ill be a means of placing penitentiary 
inmates In touch with the activities 
and the best thought of the outer 
world, and enable them to come out of 
prison better men than they were when 
they went In. Nothing, on the other 
hand, Is more brutalizing than com¬ 
plete Isolation. The Mississippi plan is 
worthy of general emulation.

Kentucky’s Offer To Russia. 

. The New* York Mall declares the 
bomb in the hand of the Russian an¬ 
archist to be the most ineffective of 
w’eapons as an Instrument of assassina¬ 
tion, and the most dangerous to the 
assassin and the bystander. As proof 
of the assertion the case of Gen. Nop- 
lueff, recently Commandant of the 
fortress of .Sevaatapol. Is cited. Bomb 
throwers have killed and wounded 
scores of persons round about him, but 
he has escaped unscathed. He may, of 
course, be eventually killed, but In the 
meantime perhaps a hundred citizen* 
will be victims of bombs inaccurately 
aimed and too much inclined to scat¬ 
ter. “A baseball hat," declares the 
Mall, “would be a better weapon than 
the bomb, which is Inexact, wasteful 
of human life and often suicidal." 

This is unquestionably true. It is 
futile to try h> wipe out the autocracy 
with a weapon that keeps Its course no 
better than a ship without a rudder, 
and makes no distinction between a 
Grand Duke and a .Social Democrat. 
What Russian, anarchists really need 
Is the service of a carefully selected 
murder squad from the feud country. 

Had a few professlo.val eliminators of 
the undesirable like Curtis Jett and 
Thomas White been put upon the trail 
of Gen. Neplucff he would be well be¬ 
neath the sod to-day. And w’hen a 
Breathitt murder squad goes out after 
a “marked*' man bystander* are In no 
greater danger than If the execution 
were being done with a guillotine. % No 
windows are blown out of nearby build¬ 
ings, no carriages and horses are blown 
Into the air. The corpse Is not mangled 
or mussed. No unprofessional bungling 
mar* the work.

There Is ns much Interest In the Uf» 
story of Sam H. Fearey and his broth¬ 
er, CapL Josiuh L. Pearey. as one 
would find In the most thrilling fiction 
of adventure. Sam II. Petarey is the 
head and front of the revolutionists of 
the Isle of Pines, that band of Amer¬ 
icans who have Insisted that President 
McKinley and Secretary Hay were cor¬ 
rect When they decided that the island 
was American territory, and that Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt and Secretary Root 
are wrong In their decision that It Is 
Cuban territory. Mr. Pearey has led 
the fight against the treaty which gives 
a quitclaim deed to the lelund. and 
for four years has succeeded In pre¬ 
venting its ratification by the Senate. 

• • • 

S&m Pearey w'as a youth In Tennes¬ 
see when the Civil War broke out, and 
he Joined the Confederate army. He 
served with Dr. T. J. Thomas, also a 
Tennesseean, and when the war was 
over they went to Mexico, w’here both 
of them learned to speak Spanish. 
After two years they returned to Nash¬ 
ville. and Mr. Pearey married Dr. 
Thomas' daughter. Dr. Thomas* wife 
died and he went to Spain. At Madrid 
he set up In the practice of dentistry, 
and In a little while becajne the royal 
dentist to Queen Isabella, and after her 
abdication, to Alfonso XII. Two years 
after he went away a message came to 
Tennessee that Dr. Thomas had died 
of cholera. 

Twenty-five years later an old man 
came to the door of the warden's house 
of the Tennessee State penitentiary. 
Capt. Josiah L. Pearey, brother of Sam. 
was then warden. The old man asked: 
"Joe, don't you know me?" It was 
Dr. Thomas, whom they had thought 
dead for a quarter of a century. The 
old man asked for his daughter and 
Sam. and in the course of. time took 
the whole family back to Spain. They 
rlsKed Balboa. Madrid and other 
scenes, where the doctor had amassed 
a large fortune. He Is now elghty-two 
year* old. 

• • • 

As soon ns the war with Spain 
ended In 1898, Sam Pearey went to 
Havana and opened a commission 
house, dealing largely in agricultural 
Implements for the devastated planta¬ 
tions of the Island. The Spanish peo¬ 
ple of Cuba feared they would be de¬ 
spoiled of their property, and there 
was a general exodus to Spain. The 
Isle of Pines was owned largely by 
those who wished to go back to Europe, 
and Pearey obtained options on 80,000 
acres, went to Now York, organized a 
company and got the money In one day 
to buy the land for the Isle of Pines 
Company, of which he Ls now vice pres¬ 
ident. The company has since Increas¬ 
ed Its holding* to 160,000 acres, about 
one-fourth of the total area of the 
island. 

• • • 

Sam Pearey early came Into conflict 
with the Cuban Government. He has 
been arrested not less than sixty times 
for trivial violations of Cuban regula¬ 
tions. His yacht has been taken away 
from him, and he has been harassed 
in every possible manner. Neverthe¬ 
less, he has kept up his fight, and ls 
utiM contending for the little “Treasure 
Island" to be declared a part of the 
territory of the United States, accord¬ 
ing to the Interpretation originally 
placed upon the Treaty of Paris by the 

State Department. 

• • • 

In this work he has been ably assist¬ 
ed by his brother, Capt. Josiah L. 
Pearey. It was through the latter that 
Representative James D. Richardson, 
then leader of tho minority hi the 
House, became Interested in the Islo 
of Pines matter, and Induced Senator 
Morgan to take up the fight in the Sen¬ 
ate. Senator Morgan has been suc¬ 
cessful in preventing any action what¬ 
ever, and the opposition to the treaty 
claims it ls increasing In strength all 
the time. 

• • • 

Capt. Pearey was an artillery officer 
In the Confederate army, serving for 
awhile as captain and Inspector on the 
staff of Gen. John C. Breckinridge. Aft¬ 
er the war he went to Pulaski, Tenn., 
and was one of the nine men who 
formed the original Ku Klux Klan tn 
the ruins of the old Carter mansion 
near Pulaski. At that time there was 
no political significance attached to the 
order, it was merely a Greek secret 
society modeled after the Greek letter 

fraternities of the colleges. 

• • • 

When the Ku Klux Klan initiated 
its first new member they rode through 
town In a fantastic mask. The negroes 
were thoroughly frightened and thought 
the world was coming to an end. That 
was the $ue and the Ku Klux spread 
all over tlie South. Capt. Pearey has a 
copy of the original prescript of the 
organization, showing, among other 
things, that .the members were com¬ 
pelled to take an oath to loyally sup¬ 
port the United States Government. 
The depredations of marauders done In 
the disguise of Ku Klux are condemned 
now as the> were then by Capt. 
Pearey and other founders of the true 
Klan. 

• • • 

After the reconstruction period Capt. 
Pearey becamo active in politics and 
served two terms as warden of the 
State prison. In 1893 he* was sent as 
Coneul to Colon on the Isthmus of 
Panama, sorving'there four years. Dur¬ 
ing that time he made several explora¬ 
tions of the interior of Colombia, pene¬ 
trating to places where no white man 
had ever been. After his return to the 
United States he was engaged by Gen. 
Edward Serrell. of tho Man din go Canal 
Company, to go to the Isthmus and 
make a treaty with the Independent 
tribe of Ban Bias Indians for the right- 
of-way for a canal. This was before 
the present alto of the Panama c&naJ 
had been decided upon, and the Mau* 


dingo route, which Is sixty miles east 
of tho one where the canal Is now be¬ 
ing constructed, had many supporters. 

• mm 

Capt. Pearey went to the Isthmus and 
negotiated a treaty with Inanakina, the 
head chief and Governor of the Ban 
Bias tribe. It was the first and only 
convention which that wild and un¬ 
tamed people ever entered Into, but as 
the other canal route was chosen It 
never became operative. The San Blau 
tribe have occupied the coast from the 
Gulf of Ban Bias to the Qulf of Darien 
ever since tho time Balboa discovered 
the Pacific, and probably for centuries 
before. They claim their blood has 
never been mixed with that of any 
other tribe, acknowledge no Jurisdic¬ 
tion of any Government, und aro so 
Jealous of their territory that no stran¬ 
ger Is permitted to stay in ono of their 
villages over night. When darkness 
falls he must get In his boat and away.

Whatever the future of the rich little 
Islo of Pines may bo, tho history of Its 
early development from the Cuban 
penal colony of three centuries of 
abuse, to a garden In the sea, will 
write large the names of Bam Pearey 
and his brother, Joe, tho George Wash¬ 
ington and the Ben Franklin of the 
Isle of Pines. 

Some yeans ago, Thomas A. EM Ison, 
tho great American Inventor, was pre¬ 
sented with a beautiful Swiss watch 
by a European scientific society. That 
tho gift was really a magnificent time¬ 
piece may be Judged from Its value, 
which was $2,700. After some time the 
makers began Inquiry to find out If the 
watch was giving satisfaction. Th4s 
Interrogation brought to Light the fact 
'that Mr. Edison make* little use of 
tho valuable gifL Instead he buys a 
stem-winder costing $1.50, break* the 
chart n ring off, and thrust* It In his 
trousers' pocket. If it becomes clogged 
with dirt, he squirt* a little oil into 
It by way of encouragement, and If 
It proves obstinate after thl* treatment, 
he smashes It with a hammer, and 
buys a new' one.

Dr. Carlos Montezuma, the famous 
Apache Indian physician, of Chicago, 
1* the sole survivor of an Indian mas¬ 
sacre, in which 150 members of his 
tribe fell. They were driven to bay In 
the old cliff dwellings In the Supersti¬ 
tion mountain* by United State* forces, 
led by Maricopa Indian guide*. A 
year-old baby, half-hidden by his dead 
mother’s body was rescued by the 
squaws of the Maricopa party, and one 
of these adopted the baby. When the 
boy was about six years old she sold 
him to an Eastern visitor, who was 
touring the West. The purchaser 
brought the little fallow home, and edu¬ 
cated him. Bo well has the ward ful¬ 
filled the hopes of his benefactor that 
he is now hearting the ills of the very 
race who orphaned him.

This Is tho Impression, the In¬ 
fluence of “The illusion of Beaitilce,’’ the 
play presented by Maude Fealy and a 
most excellent supporting company last 
evening at Macauley’s. Wistful, win- 
aomo and whimsical, fanciful and fan¬ 
tastic, scarcely could It be claimed as a 
strict or powerful dramatic work, but 
It holds a more direct appeal to the heart, 
it bring* up brighter, happier treasures 
from the gallery of remembrance, and It 
sOlftehow Heems to draw aside that irre¬ 
vocable veil that time place* between the 
lo-dny and yesterday of life to ehow 
again the picture* of the olden, golden 
era of childhood us ono ilsten* to the 
life story of this girl of dreams and illu¬ 
sion* unfolded. 

Rtyther would one elect to term "The 
illusion of Beatrice^' as a dainty stage 
conceit ai\d a theatrical novelty than as 
a play of pluu&iblllty, of coherency and 
natural effects and development. The 
happiest picture* aro those that the deft 
Ungers of fragrant sentiment and Imag¬ 
ination draw, it 1 b Inito thl* atmosphere 
that Martha Morton's pluy and MUa 
Foaiy oiui her fellow artists lead ono, 
there to abide for a time, then to carry 
away no serious thought of the play it¬ 
self, but a happy memory of all that 
has been seen and heard ft was a good- 
sized audience and a brilliant one that 
welcomed “America’s youngest dramatic 
star” 1n»t evening and an audience most 
gracious In it* recognition of the admir¬ 
able portrayal of parts. In truth. It 1* a 
splendid company that 1 h seen In this 
production, a company of capable actors 
who are «*irnest and conscientious In their 
work. But more of them anon. 

In a coldly analytical sense, there Is 
much that may be said of “The Illusion 
of Beatrice," as a dramatic offering. Pri¬ 
marily, It Is an unsatisfactory play, be¬ 
cause one oever learns the truth about 
the little “princess" -who renounces “roy¬ 
alty" to become the wife of the plain 
American man whom she loves. Again, 
It Is a play of steady development ratner 
than bno of quick action and sustained 
vitality and climacteric moments. On© 
might argue ogatnaL the makeshift sort of 
marriage ceremony that forms a detail of 
the story. This 1* a matter of opinion, 
but It Impressed the writer u* being Inter¬ 
polated for novelty and dramatic effect, 
aud fulling In its object. And the feeling 
needs must be one dissatisfaction at the 
finale, albeit the scene Is a pretty one. 
The romance Is delightful and Just a word 
to make sure of the girl’s parentage 
would have set all thing* right. It was 
evidently the author’* Idea to give the 
spice of mystery to the play, but site falls 
In her purpose In the opinion of one at 
least, and the man can scarcely be found 
so Quixotic as tills one who pitied the 
foundling throughout, then fell In love 
with her and married her that the play 
might hare dramatic effect. Alu-ch of the 
play Is Illogical and the finale certainly ls 
unnatural. 

Briefly told, the story of “The Illusion 
of Beatrice" is of a waif who was left at 
the apartments of a young student in 
Paris. Instead of casting her off he care* 
for her, and when the play opens she Is 
a girl of eighteen and Just returning from 
a Washington seminary, where he has 
educated her. He has married unknown 
to her. She conies home to keep house 
for him and encounters his wofe. The lat¬ 
ter 1 h a fiuttorer In society with a pen¬ 
chant for literary work. H&r husband 
tells the story of how the child came to 
him; the wife does not believe It. but de¬ 
clares It ls his own child. A princess from 
one of the European courts has eloped 
with a man beneath her station and the 
child 1* mad© to believe she Is their child, 
a child of royai llneagu. Her belief ls 
further enhanced when a story the wife 
has written based on the facts told by 
her husband, being placed In her hands 
uruler the representation of being her 
life’s story and to keep up the illusion- 
Then at the laat. when she has run away 
from her guardian’s house and the broth¬ 
er of the young wife has married her to 
save her good name, she renounce* all 
of her supposed royal position and Its 
blandishments and give* herself to the 
man of her heart for Ufa 
It Is all light and pTetty, Just a almplo 
story that entertains for a time, that 
pleases In a material degree arid leaves 
no serious thought or heavy recollection. 
Tt Is a very handsome production; in fact, 
elaborate and effective throughout. 

Miss Fealy In personal appearance ls 
most attractive. 61u? 1* girlish and win¬ 
some and there* Is daintiness in every- de¬ 
tail nf her work. She Is aJ&o graceful ajid 
earneePt In her work, but It Is only the 
truth that much of It impresses one as 
btdng on the surface. This Is not always 
true, for Miss Fealy often reaches the 
heights of the part where there Is demand 
for dramatic feeling and expression, but 
It Is also a fact that one more readily 
pays tribute to her skillful technique. 

The supporting cast Is splendidly bal¬ 
anced ana every member of It work* wdth 
Intelligence and understanding.

SOME DISPOSITION TO QUESTION 
HIS AUTHORITY. 


CLIFTON NACHAND DIES SOON 
AFTER HIS FATHER. 


WENT WEST TO SEEK HEALTH. 


For t toe sixth time in one month 
Judge Harry C. Poindexter, of Jeffer¬ 
sonville City Court, yesterday exercised 
what he asserts is hie right to disfran¬ 
chise a man convicted for the third 
time on the charge of intoxication, the 
culprits being “Senator” James Ryan 
and John Thomas Brown. Both of 
them have been arrested frequently on 
the charge, and pleaded guilty yester¬ 
day morning when brought in. Each 
was given a fine of $5 and costs, mak¬ 
ing $15 In all. sent to Jail for five days 
and disfranchised for five years. The 
ether four men disfranchised were 
James Ewing, Sherman Mitchell. 
Thomas Bannon and Thomas Shea. 

There is every Indication apparent 
that the law-abiding class in Jefferson¬ 
ville sanctions the efforts of Judge 
PoJn-dexter to stop the frequent ap¬ 
pearance of a class of men In his court 
by punishing them so severely that it 
will be a warning to others, and it Is 
having a healthy effect. There is a 
class, however, that disputes the right 
of Judge Poindexter to deprive a man 
of his vote, and there is a disposition to 
challenge his authority. None of the 
six men was represented by an attor¬ 
ney. 

Judge Poindexter Is also accused In 
rome quarters of allowing politics to 
influence him in passing Judgment. 
Five of the men disfranchised are 
white, and each is a Democrat. The 
sixth, Sherman Mitchell, Is a negro, 
wfho, it is alleged, votes on the side 
where the most revenue comes In. but 
is classed as a Republican. So far a3 
can be recalled, he is the only Repub¬ 
lican that has been before Judge Poin¬ 
dexter to be punished on a third con¬ 
viction. Judge Poindexter denies that 
politics has anything to do with pun¬ 
ishing those who come before him, and 
says it is hi a intention to treat all 
alike, but It has Just so happened that 
no Republican has been before him on 
a third charge.

Clifton Nachand, of Jeffersonville, 
Had Sought Wealth In West. 

Peter Nachand. of Jeffersonville, Au¬ 
ditor-elect of Clark county. Ind., re¬ 
ceived a telegram from Phoenix. Arlz.. 
3 ‘esterday morning announcing the 
death of his nephew, Clifton Nachand. 
on Sunday of lung trouble, and the 
body Is now en route home for burial. 
The death Is a sad one. as It comes a 
few weeks after that of the young 
man’s father, Harry Nachand. Who died 
January 29, and who was a leading 
Democratic politician and former trus¬ 
tee of Jeffersonville township. At the 
time Mr. Nachand died his wife, Mrs. 
Katherine Nachand, was recovering 
from a critical Illness. The shock fol¬ 
lowing the death of her husband Came 
near being followed by serious results. 

Before Mr. Nachand died H was ap¬ 
parent that consumption had laid its 
hand on the son. and about a year ago 
he went to New Mexico with a brother, 
but the trip was of benefit to him, 
and he returned. After the death of 
Henry Nachand the condition of his 
wife was such that It was believed she 
should hare a change of climate, and 
the son had begun to fall so rapidly 
that it was decided both should go to 
Arizona, They left four weeks ago, 
Mrs. Nachand taking her seven-year- 
old son. Halile Nachand. along with 
her. At first favorable reports came 
from Mrs. Nachand and her children, 
but recently they were not so good. 

The condition of the older son, how¬ 
ever, was not known to be critical, and 
the telegram announcing his death 
came as a surprise. Young Nachand 
was a popular young men and was 
born near Jeffersonville about twenty- 
two years ago. and Just before he went 
to New Mexico his father moved to 
Jeffersonville on account of his own 
health. Besides his mother -the young 
man is survived by two slaters. Miss 
Anna Nachand and Miss Emma Na- 
chanil. and six brothers, Harry Na- 
eband, John Nachand. George Nachand, 
Floyd Nachand, Albert Nachand and 
Hallie Nachand. It is not known when 
the body will arrive for burial, but 
probably ^he latter part of the week.

Originally it was based on serv¬ 
ices and board. 

The two cases were to have been 
heard yesterday and William M. Tyler, 
executor of the estate, wa« ready for 
trial, but some four or five witnesses 
of the plaintiffs wen? missing. When 
a showing was asked by the defendant 
a motion to dismiss followed. The 
claims were first filed on August 22, 
1936, some time after the death of Will¬ 
iam J. Tyler, who was the father of 
John R. Tyler, and father-in-law of 
Enmiva R. Tyler. At the death of Will¬ 
iam J. Tyler, who lived at Utica, he 
was more than eighty years old. and 
left such a small amount of personal 
property that the bond of the executor 
was fixed at only $100. He owned a 
small amount of real estate In Utica, 
but nothing Mke ,$7,365, the amount of 
the two claims.

SODDEN SUMMONS FOR 
GEORGE L. APPLEGATE 


CHAPLAIN OF LOUISVILLE ELKS 
DIES AT THE HOME. 

tt AD BEEN COMPLAINING OF 
PAIN ABOUT THE H EA RT. 


HEAD OF TRANSFER COMPANY. 

Georgo L. Applegate, chaplain of the 
Louisville Lodge of Elks and a well- 
known business man of this city, tiled 
suddenly of heart disease at 12.30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, In the as¬ 
sembly room of the Elks’ Home 
Though sudden, his death was not en¬ 
tirely unexpected. Sunday afternoon he 
suffered a similar attack while In the 
dining-room In the basement of the 
building, and fell from his chair un¬ 
conscious. For some time Mr. Apple- 
gate had been afflicted with heart trou¬ 
ble, resulting from a complication of 
diseases from which he had suffered for 
many months. 

Mr Applegate had an engagement to 
lunch with George Conley, a close 
friend, and at 12:30 o'clock they ar¬ 
rived at the home. After talking to a 
few friends, Mr. Applegate complained 
of feeling 111. (raying that he felt an 
acute pain In the region of his heart. 
He took a tablet with a drink of water, 
which had been prescritwd for Wm by 
his physician, and, feeling slightly bet- 
ter. returned to the assembly room. 
He seated himself In on easy chair 
and seamed to be greatly relieved. A 
momon* later, however, those In the 
room were attracted by hts heavy 
breathing. .Several of his friends went 
to his assistance and found him uncon¬ 
scious. Several physicians were sum¬ 
moned Immediately, but Mr. Applegate 
expired before they arrived. His death 
wna pronounced due to organic henrt 
disease. His body was removed to his 
home, 1662 Everett avenue. 

All his life Mr. Applegate was en 
gaged in the transfer business, having 
his business headquarters at Tenth and 
Main streets. He was born In Jeffer¬ 
sonville In 1846. but removed to Louis¬ 
ville early In life, and had resided here 
continuously since then. At first he ran 
a few teams, but later his business be¬ 
came .so extensive that he organized the 
Applegate Transfer Company, of which 
he was president at the time of his 
death. Mr. Applegate was prominent 
in the work at the Lander Memorial 
Methodist church, of which he had been 
a member for many years. He was a 
member of the Official Board of the 
church, and was a delegate to the Cen¬ 
tral City meeting of the Louisville con¬ 
ference last summer. 

Besides his church work, Mr. Apple- 
gate took an active interest in the work 
of the Blka He was connected with 
this organization for some time, and 
took an active part In all Its move¬ 
ments. It Is a noteworthy fact that 
Mr. Applegate never missed a meeting 
of the lodge when he was well. At the 
time of his death he was the chap¬ 
lain. 

Mr. Applegate !s survived by his wife, 
who was Miss Dora Hafendorfer before 
her marriage, but leaves no children. 
He also is survived by one nephew and 
three nieces. 

The funeral services of Mr. Applegate 
will be held at the residence at 2:30 
o'clock to-morrow afternoon, and at 
Lander Memorial Methodist church at 3 
o'clock. The burial will be In Cave Hill 
cemetery.

Pittsburg, Pa., March 1.—[Special.]— 
Thirty-six feet at Market street. This 
Is the official stage of the greatest flood 
In the history of Pittsburg, according to 
the measurements of the corps of United 
States engineers, who worked on the 
matter to-day. River concerns are op¬ 
posing the manner in which railroad 
and manufacturing firms are filling In the 
places along the river where the river 
banks had been washed away. Rlverrnen 
say that the railroads and manufacturers 
are not only filling in as much as was 
washed away, but are also taking this 
opportunity of pushing the bank out Into 
tho river further. Rlverrnen declare that 
the time will come when the floods will 
reach forty feet if railroads and big fac¬ 
tories are allowed to continue to fill In 
the embankments.

•*Oh. well, ifs all the same,” he re¬ 
plied.

The local celebration wi5 marred a 
Mttlo by the uncalled for action of Bill 
Hammewloy. the village knocker. As 
soon as he heard about the W asp he 
got out an old alumnae, and found out. 
he says, that while she uv.rd to have 
two s«lx-pounder quick-firing guns aft 
atnd two forward, her armament was 
removed when she wa? attached to the 
Ohio river squadron. Beifldes, he says, 
the flood may be over before the Wasp 
gets away from here, whereupon she 
may get to be a public charge, and the 
whole dnrn town will be stung.

Then© was a marked abatement of excite¬ 
ment In tho dealings in stock* to-day from 
the ©nnrmmis tranmotloci* and wild price fluc- 
tuationM of last week. Price movement* »tJ71 
ghorwod a dt^greo of fes’erlshnces that was the 
after effect of last week's turbulent tnsAot, 
but the redftjctkm In the volume of the <m>-*s 
rales Is conclusive evidence of the settling back 
of the market Into more normal conditions. So 
also was the check to the headlong advancing 
tendency of Saturday, which was wholly due to 
the dkkrera of bear operators, who hod ogn- 
tinoed to ptA 1 stocks short recklessly down to 
the loww^ depths of Thursday's plunge, and 
Who w v tro compiled to buy to cover on flot- 
urday by the volatile recovery. Tho very vio¬ 
lence of the recovery gave warning of its un¬ 
reliable nature and speculative sentiment wns 
quits prepared for a check and the reaction to¬ 
day. In fact the London market had alreeidy 
anticipated this course before trading begun 
here and sent over a materially lower range of 
prices than the dosing here. 

The drop In the opening dealings here wo* 
wider than anticipated and had the effect of 
reviving some of the excitement which pre¬ 
vailed last week. But It appeared that the 
wilder fluctuation® were largely due to the 
plunging operations of a professional slement 
which hod become habituated to free exaction 
by last weok'u experience Effective support 
appeared In the market and the proceedings 
then, wore much quieter and more orderly, al¬ 
though the renewed weakness of the later mar¬ 
ket made the lowest price® of the day. The 
market continued to show the normal effents 
following such price contortions a* there of 
last week. That la. It showed the lock of large 
Aecnajvl from Hhorta which were sq cessed Into 
fia/turday’e market, und felt the effects of re¬ 
selling to take profits by these who secured 
stocks In Thursday's slump, or who had bought 
on Friday merely for the purpose of supporting 
prices and averting what threatened to become 
a disaster to the market.

It seems that 
a Congressman Is no good unless he 
can get a Government building or two 
during his term, which means the ex¬ 
penditure of about 5100.000. I say put 
that money in the Improvement of the 
public roads.”

••Better public highways is unques¬ 
tionably to be one of the leading prob¬ 
lems In the future.” said Dr. A. D. 
James. Congressman from the Third 
district, at the customhouse yester¬ 
day afternoon. 'T am for improve¬ 
ments of the waterways of the Middle 
West, but that will not altogether solve 
the great problem of business and com¬ 
fort for the people of the Central States. 
We have the railroads and we may 
have more, but while the railroads are 
great civilizers in their line, yet we 
are lacking in what made Rome the 
greatest power in the world—public 
highways that could be traversed at all 
times of the year.

Plan In Embryonic State. 

Dr. James said that he had not fully 
mapped out a plan for building sub- 
tantial and lasting public highways, but 
he Is of the opinion that the States 
should begin to make appropriations 
to this end which should be supple¬ 
mented by national nppropilations. lie 
.believes the roads should be Interstate 
as far as possible, but this is a prob¬ 
lem yet to be worked out. He now 
thinks that the road building should 
be under the supervision Of the Na¬ 
tional Government, at least the build¬ 
ing of those highways which will cross 
different States. He is unwilling to 
commit himself on any certain plan In 
this line. He thinks a plah will work 
Itself out if the problem Is sufficiently 
agitated. 

“In nearly every county in Kentucky,” 
continued the doctor, ’’the roads arc 
impassable at least six months in the 
year and In many counties the roads are 
not lit to travel eight months In the 
year. We have the rock In all parts 
of the State to build roads that will 
last forever. The counties should quit 
putting so much money into dragging 
new dirt Into washouts on roads every 
spring and begin to build a few miles 
of substantial and lasting road each 
year.

OBEY COMMANDS.

Smith, chairman of the Board of Public 
Safety, yesterday afternoon Issued the 
following statement:

To the Public: There has been so much 
misrepresentation in regard to the case 
»f Capt. Riley and the nine patrolmen 
who were dismissed from the police fore© 
by the Board of Public Safety for mutiny 
and disobedience of orders, tha; I desire 
to submit to a fair-minded public tols 
brief review of all the facts bearing on 
that matter. 

The following statements wore made 
under oath before the Board of Public 
safety by these officers. Chief Guntner, 
Maj. Ridge, Capt. Hendricks, Cap.. 
Schneider and Corporal Zrtsner. men of 
unquestioned honesty and truth. 

Chief Gunther said: “Capt. Riley called 
me to the telephone on last Thursday 
«!2f3. ln< L i* entr al station. Chairman 
Smith, of the Board of Public Safety. Maj. 
.tlrlge and Capt. Hendricks being present, 
ind informed me that the men ivuo were 
being put on the cars as moiormen to 
ake the place of the strikers were arme 1 
that they were thugs and thieves and th it 
<\e refused to protect any cars they tried 
to operate. I then asked him how he 
Knew these men were thugs and thieve* 
and were armed, and he said he was tol 1 
so. that personally he did not know any 
tiling about It. I did not relieve him from 
luty, but told him to remain where he 
was. and that Mr. Smith, chairman of the 
Board of Safety, and Maj. RJdge would 
be there in a few minutes to take charge 
. , Thal was the only conve;*a- 

lon I had with Capt. Riley, and hls leav- 
lug his post of duty at a critical time 
was a deliberate violation of ordeis and a 
*ro*s neglect of duty, and after Chairm «n 
^tth and Maj. Ridge had made a report 
of their experience I suspended Capt 
Riley and ordered him to report for trial 
before Lhe Board of Safety on Friday 
morning. There was no politics nor per- 
I?™* 1 deling In hls dismissal. He was 
Uncharged becauhe he had violated hls 
oath of office and because he refused to 
obey the orders of hls superior officer ” 
Capt, Hendricks said: "I was present in 
Central station when Chief Gunther was 
exiled to the telephone by Capt. RUey 
«nd heard the orders the chief gave hinv 
The facts are as he states them and at no 
lime did Chief Gunther order him to leave 
his post." 

• • • 

Disobeyed Maj. Ridge. 

Maj. Ridge said: "I was at Central sta- 
Ion when Chief Gunther had his conver. 
satton with Capt. Riley over the tele¬ 
hone. He distinctly told that officer to 
remain at his post until Chairman Smith. 
of the Board of Safety, and myself could 
reach there. We went to the Highland 
car bam. where Capt. Riley was sta¬ 
tioned, and found that he was gone. Pa¬ 
trolmen William Murray and Joseph 
Spohn were on one side of the street an l 
seven other officers were across the 
street. Murray and Spohn Informed 
Chairman Smith, In answer to his ques¬ 
tion whether they intended to go out with 
the cars, that they had no idea of doing 
so and deliberately walked away. Mr. 
Smith and I then walked across the 
street to where the remaining officers 
were and asked them if they intended 
to go on the street cars and discharge 
their duty. Patrolman Cochran announc¬ 
ed that he was going to stick .to Capt. 
Riley and that he would not go out with 
the cars. The other men absolutely re¬ 
fused to obey the orders given by Mr 
Smith and myself that they should take 
their place on the street cars, and so I or 
dered them to return to the police station. 
They openly disobeyed my orders and the 
orders of the chairman of the Board of 
Safety.” 

Corporal Zelaner said: "About 7 o'clock 
I saw Capt. Riley going out of the car 
bam and heard him say, as he closed the 
door, to some one whom I could not see. 
'I’ll not do It.' He then walked across 
the street, where the nine patrolmen who 
were assigned to duty at that point wen* 
standing, and said: ‘I am not going to 
protect the thugs and thieves that the 
street car company is putting on these 
cars.* After some conversation with the 
patrolmen some one came out of the car 
barn and said that Chief Gunther wantel 
to talk to Capt. RUey. The oaouin said* 
Til not go to the telephone.* He then 
walked across to the grocery store, where 
he evidently telephoned to Chief Gunther 
for when he returned he said to the pa¬ 
trolmen: 4 Boys. I am going.' With that 
he walked away I understand that he 
states that he left the men In mv charge 
but there Is absolutely no truth In that 
statement. He never discussed the mit- 
ter with me In any w:»y." 

Cant. Schneider said: "I was ordered 
by Chief Gunther to bring a squad of 
men to the Highland car bam to take the 
place of those who had deserted their 
posts. I brought the men and manned 
the cars with them An hour after Capt. 
RUey had left Patrolmen Rush and Koeh¬ 
ler told me that they felt as Capt. Riley 
did about It. and that they would not pro¬ 
tect the men the street-car people were 
putting on the cars." 

• • • 

Chairman Smith’s Statement. 


"For myself, personally. I want to say 
this: I was at Central station when Chief 
Gunther was telephoned to by Capt. Ri¬ 
ley. The statements he makes are abso¬ 
lutely accurate. He did not order Rllev 
away from hls post hut. on th«* contrary, 
told him to stay there until Maj. Ridge 
and myself could reach there and take 
charge of matters. When I got to the 
Highland bam. Capt. Riley had gone, but 
nine patrolmen who had been assigned 
to that post were still there. I asked 
Murray and Spohn. the first men I met, 
if they were going out on the cars, and 
they both informed me and Mol Ridge 
that they would not go out on the ears. 

Maj. Ridge and I then crossed the street 
to where the seven other patrolmen were 
standing together. We asked them if 
they were going to obey orders and do 
their duty by manning th<* street cars as 
they went out. They refused absolutely 
to go on the cars. Maj Ridge then or¬ 
dered them to report to th» pi-lice sta¬ 
tion. 

"There seems to be a mistaken Imnres- 
slon that these patrotmr .i were ordered 
to return to the sta tlm bv Capt. RUey. 
and that some mercy shonl 1 have been
